Mine-Mill Shows Its 


Real Internationalism 


THE MINE, MILL AND SMELTER WORK. 
ERS is the first American metal union to affiliate 
with the Trade Unions International of Metal and 
Engineering Industries, the information bulletin 
of the World Federation of Trade Unions has 
announced. The bulletin quotes from a letter of 
President John Clark of MMS informing the world 
body that the recent convention of the union 
recommended such affiliation and added: 

“We are most anxious to consummate our 
affiliation at this time and | 
establish a working relation- 
ship with the Trades Unions 
International of Metal and: 

Engineering Industries.” 

Greeting the application, 
Henry Jourdain, secretary of 
TUIMEI, notes it is the first 
affiliation from an American 
metal union, and adds: “We 
know that you have to fight 
against certain reactionary 
leaders betraying the work- 
ers cause. Therefore, we ap- 
preciate all the more your courage and the value 
of your affiliation, . . .” 

Significantly, Clark’s letter is dated Feb. 14, 
the day the CIO’s executive board met to expel 
the union. It was a fitting answer to the Murrays 
and Reuthers. 


| 
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IT WAS FITTING that initiative to maintain 
genuine ties of trade union internationalism 
should come from Mine-Mill. It was one of the 
founding unions of the CIO and its oldest until 
the expulsion. But, even more important, it is 
the union that has been among the most dynamic 
forces in American labor history since its forma- 
tion in 1893 as the Western Federation of Miners, 

Mine-Mill’s tradition carries with it the. fight- 
ing spirit of the workers of a West when still 
freshly invaded by the tycoons of Wall Street. 
“Big’ Bill Haywood, later to become head of the 
Industrial Workers of the World (IWW) and who 
in 1928 died a Communist, was its leader in those 
early fighting days. In Bill Haywood’s day the 
men. in the copper, gold, silver, iron, zinc and 
other metal mines, actually had to defend their 
lives, often gun in hand, to defend their union, 

No union was more a target of frameups, 
spies, dynamiters and campaigns to starve it to 

eath. All that seemed to only steel its members. 
You get to realize the significance of a tradition 
arhong workers when you examine Mine-Mill’s 
many scattered locals. They cherish the spirit of 
the early days. 2 ae 

Therein also is the spirit of Mine-Mill's inter- 
nationalism.. Haywood was above everything an 
internationalist.. He envisaged, as did the early 
IWW fighters, a working class organized on a 
world scale to combat imperialism and war. 
He had sore dreams of the IWW expanding to 
fill that role: But he lived mag enough to see the 
IWW degenerate to a little clique of redbaiters . 
having cam common with its early days. 
If he were alive today he'd -recognize in the 
75,000,000-strong WFTU his dream of 1905. 

When Mine-Mill’s leaders display courage and 
defiance of reaction as ~~ did when they affili- 
ated with the world body of metal workers formed 
by the WFTU, they showed something of what 
Haywood had. We need more of that spirit to- 
day to combat reaction; and its rightwing agents 
in labor ranks. : | ;
